God is as well able to govern and maintain 


all things without means, as he was at firſt 
to-conſtitute and create the frame of na- 
ture, but ſuch is his pleaſure,that he does 
work by means ; and not immediately in all 
things: & therefore though it be the hand 
of God that doth all theſe things,yet isnot 
that hand of God put to by any new contri- 
ved act,but follows on courſe in the motion 
of nature, even as from the beginning it 
was contrived from all Eternity : for the 
works of God are known unto him, from 
the beginning unto the end of the World, 
which knowledge of God, before the Crea- 
tion was no where written , but in his own 
Eternal Mind ; but after, it was printed in 
a certain Book, called Nature, wherein, all 
the works of God, that were to come to 
paſs in time, were expreſly written down,as 
they were to follow in order, this:Book 
of Nature , wasa certain frame or model 
of the World, wherein, what by Creation, 
and generation, all perſons, things, and 
actions, were to take their ſeyeral courſes 
and turns, ſo as to come to pals in time, 
from the beginning unto the ending of the 
World. And ſo infinitely and wonderful- 
ly well, was this model of the World con- 
trived; that though the riſe and fall af 
Perſons,

Perſons, Towns,and Countreys,do depend 
upon the Virtues & Vices of the men there 
inhabiting; and 'thoſe Virtues and Vices, 
do depend upon the free agency of thoſe 
mens wills: yet ſuch was the contrivance, 
that neither the fall of the firſt man, and 
the corruption, and the cruſh which the 
world endureth thereupon ; nor the infi- 
nite {ins of after mankind, and the deſo- 
lations that do continually follow there- 
upon, did neceflarily require, any correcti- 
on or amendment, of that firſt frame : 
but ſuch was the infinitely to be admired 
and never enough to be adored forecaſt 
and providence of God; that at one view, 
appearhing unto him , all the feveral 
turnings and windings of all mens Wills, 
and the total ſum and upſhot of all Virtue 
and Vice; hedid at once, ſo contrive, that 
all fates of proſperity and adverſity, of re- 
ward and puniſhment , ſhould fo fall out 
and come to pals, as to anſwer the Virtues 
and Prayers of the Rightecus, and the V:- 
ces and Villanies of the wicked, each ac- 
cording to their works, in die and bt 
ſviting times : this Field js ſo large. that 
If | ſhovid walk much further therein, 1 
(hould too much exceed the hounds ci an 
Epiſtle, to ſo ſmall a Treatiſe : I would 
thereiore wiſhall young Students, and true 
lovers 
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tovers of Art, to furniſh themſelves with 
that witty, learned, and ſober defence of 
Aſtrology,written by that worthy Divine, 
Mr. Fohn Butler : and now it follows that 
I might give you a deſcription of the en- 
ſuing Diſcourſe, but it being ſo largely 
deſcribed in the Title Page, and the Book 
of a little Volumn, it will be altogether 
needleſs ; only obſerve thus much in brief, 
Aſtrology , beſides an Introduction , or 
knowledge of its Rudiments , conſiſts of 
four diſtinct Parts, viz.
